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THE ONE THOUSAND GUINEAS,

Last woek we commenced our series of articles upon the leading 
three-year-old contests of next season with the Two Thousand ; and 
this week we follow it up with its sister race, the One Thousand. 
Poth are ron off in the First Spring week at head quarters, but the 
colts race is contested on the Rowley mile, and the fillies upon the 
Ditch mile. The latter course is exactly 7 furlongs and 210 yards in 
extent, and less severe than the first mentioned ene. For the next 
anniversary sixty-one nominations have been secured, which is only 
three less their was obtained for last year’s event, for which 
eleven ran, The One Thousand issue is to the Epsom Oaks what 
the Two Thousand result is to the Derby. It is trae that the 
vixtrix (Siberia) at Newmarket last season was “nowhere” in the 
succeeding’ Oaks tussle, and that no filly has pulled off the double 
event since 1858, when Governess triumphed ; but Neva, Corinne, 
Zinc, Cobweb, Galatea, Crucifix, and Mendicant, have gained the 
double honours, and Rowena, Problem, Preserve, Destiny, Chapeau 
(Espagne, Kxtempore, and Clementina, were nearly doing the 
same thing. ‘The fields for the One Thousand are seldom strong, 
numerically speaking, nevertheless the prizea are good, though 
not near so rich ag the Oaks ‘haul,” as the annexed figures will 
show :—

Svucoxss or THe CAMpRiInGE CHAMPION, 


At Oxford on Saturday afternoon last more than usual excitement 
was caused to witness the Queen’s College Sports which came off on 
the Balliol Ground; _ the pracipsl event, however, being the 
“ Strangers’ Race,” the distance half a mile; for the latter there was a 

oodly muster of competitors, and it created an unusual amount of 
interest. It had been rumoured in the town in the morning that Mr, 
©. B. Lawes, of Trinity, Cambridge, would contend, and he was made 
the favourite, with a start, Lord Jersey, of Balliol, having also a host 
of supporters, who took a short prico about his chance. Shortly after 
three o'clock the race came on for decision, when we observed the 
following gentlemen at the mark, Mr, Sams, of Poter House, Cambridge, 
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The Earl of Jersey, Balliol; Mr. E. B. Michell, Magdalen; Mr, D. 
Morgan, Magdalen Hall; Mr. E. B, Oharlton, Christ Oburch; Mr. 
Thomas, Chriet Church; Mr. 0. A. James, Oriel; Mr. R. W. Follett, 
Christ Church ; Mr. J. W. Fletcher, Pembroke; Mr. J. F. Sams, Peter 
Honse, Oambridge; Mr. R, F, Rumsey, Brasenoge; and Mr, Turner, 
Bt. John’s, Lord Jersey still held the premiership in the betting; 
but, from many ef the competitors being “dark horses,” there was not 
much speculation, the winner hardly having been mentioned. 

A good start was effected, the Cantab being visible in the front 
rank for some little distance, when the pace was forced by Mr. Thomas, 
Mr. James being second, Lord Jersey last, ‘This order was continued 
to the Pavilion, but shortly afterwards Mr, Michell ran up and as- 
sumed the lead, Jamos sticking to him, with Oharlton well up. Mr. 
Michell continued his advantage, and looked like winning until the last 
turn, 200 yards from home, when Mr. Sams passed him; Lord Jersey 
now put on ono of his famous rushes, and coming out from the ruck 
pasted Michell and made up a great deal of Jost pround, but was un- 
able to overhaul Mr. Sama, who wou easily by five yards; Mr. Michell 


evidently representing the “light blue,” in the place of Mr. Lawes; | 
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was third. Time, 2 min 6 sec. The result was a great disappointment 
for the Oxonians, who, although not grudging the trophy Mr, Sams so 
fairly won, were somewhat dissatisfied at his lordship'’s judgment in 
lying behind so long. 

The winner, who is a small man, ran in excellent style, and came 
out ala Sheffield, He has, we understand, been successful this term 
in the races for the Clare half-mile open prize, and the Jesus quarter- 
mile ditto at Cambridge.

been founded, as the title informa us, by special permiesion of the 
muthoreas, For reasons no doubt sufficient, the adspter has seen fit 
to withhold his name from the public, We regret that we can only 
accord him a very limited degree of praise for the manner in wh'ch 
he has handled the story he has presented ip # dramatic shape, In 
opposition to the opinions of many contemporary theatrical critics 
we hold that the plot of a novel is a perfectly legitimate foundation 
for a drama, The greatest dramatists of our own country have 
commonly founded their works on storics and novels; and in France 
—the home par excellence of the drama at the present day—the 
prictice is @ la mode, The very subject under notice has been 
already treated by a popular Parisian playwright, whose work in 
five acts waa brought out at the Ambiygu-Comique towards the end 
of last year under the title of * L’Ouvriére de Londres.” But it 
must be admitted that tha method by which the novels of Miss 
Braddon have been transferred to the London stage has been for the 
most part extremely inartis.ic and unsatisfactory, A pair of scisyurs, 
however ingenioulay guided, are not quite all the requisites for ex- 
tractinga good play from the three volumes of a popular novelist, 
though several of Miss Braddon's later adapters appear to have 
thought otherwise. The writer of the Olympic drama is not to be in- 
clouded in this category, however. A literary man of high reputation, 
the work he presents to the public is his own, and bears the stamp of 
his vigorous and practised pen. The faults of his piece are in the 
design and not ia the execution, He would have done infinitely 
better if he had taken the French piece as bis guide rather than the 
novel of * Henry Donbar.” In that case, itis true, the name of 
Miss Braddon could hardly have been brought forward in connection 
with the subject, and thus something in the way of prestige would 
have been lost. Apart from all considerations but those which 
belong to the question of the play itself, however, we have no doubt 
that the drama of M, Hippolyte Hostein, adapted as carefully as 
the novel of ‘Henry Dunbar” has been, would have proved twice 
as effective on the staye of the Olympic. ‘The French dramatist saw 
the dramatic capabilities of the subject presented by Miss Braddon’s 
novel, and proceeded ty the construction of an entirely new plot on 
the foundation of Miss Graddon's story, A striking instance occurs 
to us of the clear appreciation of French dramatists, with regard to 
the difference of the conditions under which a story requires to be 
presented in the form of a novel and in that of a drama, Three or 
fuar years ago M. Xavier de Montessin published a romances entitled 
* tLe Medecin duo Pauvres;" a few weeks back he produced a 
drama'ic version of his own story, but instead of presenting his 
novel merely re-arranged in the form of a series of dramatic scenes, 
hia play is un entirely original work, the subject of his romance 
treated independently and from the dramatist’s point of view, as 
distinguished from that of the novelist, ‘Thus treated ‘Le Chateau 
de VAigle” is a work thoroughly appreciable without reference to 
the romance on which it is founted. This, we hold, is the only 
preper mode of adapting the works of novelists for stage repregenta- 
tion. The ‘ Henry Dunbar” of Miss Braddon, now placed upon 
the London stage for the second or third time, has not been so 
treated, and consequently is open to the grave objection of being 
thoroughly obscure in plot, considered apart from the novel, The 
story of the Olympic piece commences es it were in the middle, 
anil it ia not until the third act has been :eached that those of the 
audience who have not read the novel can have any clear conception 
of the individual interest of the characters, or of their relative bear- 
ing towards each other, ‘To make the perilous position of the simu. 
lated banker understandable it is essential that Jodepk Willmos, the 
murderer and subsequent impersonator of Henry Dunbar, should have 
been introduced to the audience in hia own character, antecedent to 
the murder and impersonation, Wanting this clue to the mystery 
of Henry Dunbar's agitation and seclusion, the interest of the 
audience is only partially excited, and when more warmly aroused, 
in the later scenes, obeys rather the moving powers of the actors 
than answers to any pathetic demand of the story. At the most 
pathetic point of the piece, in fact, the adapter has gone far out of 
lis way to introduce a perfectly incongruous incident warranted by 
the novel, we grant, but strikingly inconsistent. and unartistic in the 
play—-the azsumption of alow comedy disguise and bearing by the 
heroine, in order to mislead the detective and her lover who are 
seeking her father to bring him to punishment as the murderer of 


THE ILLUSTRATED SPORTING NEWS. 


Henry Dunbar. Fortunately for the adapter, this episode gives Miss 
Kate Terry an opportunity for exhibiting a vein of comic talent of 
the most admirable kind, which took the audience oompletely by 
surprise, and made them forget the obviously objectionable character 
of the assumption in their delight at tho perfectness of its realisation, 
To the actor, indeed, “ Henry Dunbar” will owe whatever of success 
it may achieve. Few plays have of late years been more admirably 
acted. The Henry Dunbar of Mr. Henry Neville is a powerfully 
sustained character, all the features marked with decided touches. 
No ove one on the stage, perhaps, could more emphatically display 
the mental struggles of a man overladen with love and anxiety for 
the welfare of a beloved daughter, and at the same time a prey to 
ever-present dread of being discovered as the perpetrator of a 
heinous crime. <A character with several aliases, but distinguished 
by the title of Major, has been made for Mr. G. Vincent, and 
furnishes that gentleman with an ample canyas on which he has 
sketched the outline of an eccentric part which we imagine he will 
elaborate night by night, ashe did in the case of his Melter Moss, 
in ‘The Ticket of Leave Man.” So far as it was developed on 
Saturday evening, the character of the Major was one of the most in- 
teresting in the dramatis personae, and was loudly applauded. An 

other highly successful effort was that of Mr. H. J. Montague, in 
the small part of Clement Austin, the warm-hearted and beautiful 
lover of Margaret Wentworth. In the first act he plays a love- 
acene with Margaret, which, for delicate emotional power is worthy 
of the highest praise, and throughout the piece he acts with remark- 
able taste and naturalness—in these respects presenting a striking 
contrast to the gentleman who was unfortunately entrusted with the 
part of Arthur Lovell, the lover of Laura Dunbar. Among the 
minor characters the most important is that of Carter, a detective, 
of the accepted stage-type, which is well played by Mr. R. Soutar, 
as also is the character of Jerrams, head waiter at the George, at 
Winchester, by Mr. H. Cooper. Only three ladies are engaged in the 
piece, the foremost, of course, Miss Kate Terry, as Margaret Went- 
worth. The character is one that calls forth a very large share of 
the pathetic power with which she is richly gifted, and is a triumph 
of acting. Miss &, Farren, as Mary Maddin, Miss Dunbar's wait- 
ing maid, a character which has no existence in the novel, has a part 
thoroughly suited to her bright and pointed style of acting and de- 
livery. The small but prominent part of Laura Dunbar is played by 
Miss Ellen Leigh, a debutante, who was received with marked favour, 
She is young, has a gracefal presence, and acts with intelligence. 
Aa we have already stated she is @ granddaughter of the late Leigh

ABERDEEN. 

Tur Tneatre.—It is well patronised under tho efficient manage- 
‘ment of Mr. M-Lein, whose efforts are ably seconded by the company 
he has got together. After Mr. Talbot's engagement of a fortnight 
the ‘Streets of Aberdeen,” (Dion Boucicault’s well-known drama, 
with a careful local adaptation) was revived, and had a successful run 
for mere than a week. The mounting of the piece was very good, and 
the various characters well maintained, Badger (Mr. M'‘Lein) getting 
soveral calls before the curtain. The “Octoroon” followed, and was 
also fortunate in securing good audiences. The stage effects, how- 
‘vor, were not all that could be desired, nor the acting up to the same 
standard as had prevailed during the representation of the former 
drama. Filling up the lull that might be expected between these 
revivals and the Christmas pantomime have come this week two 
* stars ”—Mr, and Mrs. George Owen—heralded by large posters and 
portraits. Theso artistes appeared on Monday night in “ Leah.” Mr. 
Owen porsonates the schoolmaster, Michael, the apostate Jew. The 
ability evinced by Mr. and Mre, Owen does not entitle them to parade 
their names go “loudly” before the public. Mr. Owen has a good 
figure, a voice which is somewhat rough and husky, and features not 
too fixed, if not sufficiently mobile; but he lacks that thorough mental 
appreciation of his part for which no ee aa advantages can compen- 
sate, and some of his sudden ‘ha, ha’s” were more like those of a 
“‘second robber” in a terribly romantic melo-drama of the old 
wehool than they resembled the utterances of an educated school- 
master, surprised into the expression of feelings he should like to 
have kept silont. His acting, however, was not without a rough— 
not to say rude—kind of power which gained him the applause of 
“the gods.” Mrs. Owen, as Leah, was equally successful and equally 
disappointing, Her voice was pitched too high, and in the more tender 
and passionate passoges degeverated almost intoa whine to avoid ris- 
ing intoa shriek. Had she used her natural tones, carefully modu- 
lated, instead of changing them for those whic’ wore neither natural 
nor pleasant, her success would havo been nore unequivocal, for it 
was in speech that her failings wero marked moro than in dramatic 
action. ‘I'he great scene, in which the curse is delivered was the most 
effective, though it lacked that greatest of all charms to artistic com- 
pleteness ‘the art to conceal art.” Tho concluding scene, when Leah 
revokes the curse, and entreats that blersing might take its place, was 
also carefully given. Of the other actors it is not necessary to Bay 
much. Mr, Bradford, as Adelbert, showed us, as he usually does, his 
able acting and bad speaking, Mr. Watson, as the village tailor, “too 
shy” to be left alone with a sweetheart, too bashful to take a kiss 
after he has popped the question and been accepted, was not equal to 
tho character, For aeby and bashful man ho had too bold a voice— 
spoke too rapidly and firmly—wanted the tremor and the downcast eye 
of the timid tailor. The ladies will pardon us for not giving them 
precedence a8 wé desired to keep tho best to the last. Miss Kate Ross 
pleased much as Stella; while Miss Kato Kearney was absolutely 
charming as Lotta, the villago maiden ‘‘now eighteen,” who has 
never had one offer, though, when she appeared as the tailor’s wife 
ratber too much of the virago (shall waaay?) side of the character was 
shown, Ono ;word of pratse is due alike to Miss Bradford (a girl 
about six years of age) and those who taught her for the ingenuous 
manner in which she personated the child of Adelbert and Stella in the 
last scene, When the curtain dropped there was loud applause and 
numerous calls for “ Bradford,” but of course Mr, and Mrs, Owon were 
the firet to walk across the stage. ‘Tho applause and the calls continu- 
ing Mr. Bradford appeared with Miss Nate Ross, lending between them 
Miss Bradford, upon which the plaudits were renowed with greator 
yehemence. The farce was the time-worn, but ever fresh * Boots at 
the Swan,” in which Mr. Watson was much moro succeseful than he 
bad been in the earlier part of the evening. Miss Adelaide Ross, as 
Cecilia Moonshine, gave us» very fine picture of the highly romantic 
young lady who can write tragedy that shall ‘beat Shakeepearo to 
smithereens,” but who wants the common sense required for every day 
life, The farce was designated in the bills as “very laughable,’ but 
it really deserved the other cognomen sometimes given to such trifles—

HEENAN FOR AMERICA, 
Caled 

The departure of the only survivor of 
he “Field of Farnborough” to his native 
und would only require a passing remark, 
but ifonly to express our deep regret wt 
its cause, we must allude more fully to 
what, at first sight, might appear a perfeot 
indifference, When we say that his leav- 
ng us is in consequence of broken health, 
and that he hopes in the warmer climate of 
South America to recruit the once great 
constitution he possessed, there is not one 
who knew him, and hundreds of thous- 
ands, who, although not having his per- 
sonal acquaintance, still will join in good 
Wishes that those hopes may be realised, 
and give him # hearty God speed” in his 
journey to his home, and a iervent wish 
that he may soon return in renewed 
strength and vigour. A short remini~ 
scence of Heenan’s career in England may 
not be out of place, and, will, we are cer- 
tain, be acceptable to our readers, 

John Carmel Heenan came to*England in 
1849, as the representative of our American 
cousins, to throw down the gauntlet to Sir 
Thomas de Bayera, the latter having ex- 
pressed his determination to maintain his 
proud title of Champion, and defied the 
whole world to dispute his claim, Heenan 
accepted the carte), and the meating, #8 is 
world known, came off on the 17thof April, 
1860, Tlow that fight was fought, and the 
chief incidents eonnected with the two 
champions which immediately followed, 
are wow well-known matters of his- 
tory, and need no reeapitulation. 
How Heenan’ returned to America, 
abd notwithatanding the wnsatisfac- 
tory (to the Yankeos) termination of 
the battle of Farnborough, he was wel- 
comed by his countrymen with every mark 
of enthusiagm, is also patent to all, In 
1863 he again visited England, determined 
to have another shy for the championship ; 
the contest with Tom King was the result, 
the stakes being, not only for the belt, but 
for the large sum of £2,000. As our readers 
ure aware, that encounter was decided 
against him at Wadhurst, on the 10th of 
December, 1863. 

Heenan now abandoned tho Ring, and 
made England the country of his adoption 
and followed the congenial sport of the 
turf, in which vocation be has made hosty 
of friends, his manly bearing, combined 
with honesty and simplicy of manner, 
stamping him a true gentleman in ita 
noblest sense. In the dreadful accident 
which occurred on the South-Western 

Railway during the Ascot meeting of 1864, 
the Benicia Boy received very severe in- 
ternal injuries, from the effects of which he 
has suffcred ever since, 80 much so that 
his daily avocations have been much 
affectod therahy. By the advice of his 
physicians, therefore, and in the hopo of 
regaining his strength by a residence in a 
warmer climate, he determined to revisit 
the United States, and take up his abode, 
as previously stated, in New Orleana, 

Mr, Heewan left London by tho oleven 
o'clock train from Buston-square on Satar- 
day last, for Liverpool, and thence 
by the Canard mail steamer for 
Now York ; but previous to hisfdeparture,

THE SMITHFIELD CLUB CATTLE SHOW. 

The “leafy month” may be June in the country, but in town it is 
clearly December, when streets aro greened by Christmas emblems; 
the grocer brightening his window with verdant bloom ; the fragrant 
fruiterer ensconcing. himself in a bowerof Obristmas conifers, with 
the Druidical pearl-berried parasite o’erhead; and the provision 
dealer, tha poulterer, and the man of joints, inspired with the floral 
poetry of the season, blending in houge front and shop-board the 
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glories of animal and vegetable kingdoms in rich and grateful profu- 
sion. The farmer, worthily contributing te the occasion, brings, a6 
& savoury sacrifice, the prizeof his flocks and herds, inviting us, be- 
fore wo slay and eat, to regale our eyes with the forma of his living 
dainties. As instructive exponents of improvement in husbandry 
they stand classified by breed, by sex, and hy age. Rivalry of breeds 
for the grand prizes may give zest and spirit to a fat-atock show, but 
the more useful competition is that between animals of the same race 
(of course, in clasaes, go that the sexes are not matched against each 
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other, and youth has not to compete with 
age), wherein honours distinguish the most 
refined breeding and the most skilful fat- 
tening, unbiassed by any fancy of judgea 
for one sort in preference to another. This 
was Lever more apparent than on the pre- 
sent occasion, when the award of the 
silver cup for the best male in the cattle 
classes has set all the breeders by the ears. 

It was approaching two o'clock on Mon- 
day afternoon last—after the pink, blue, 
aud yellow rosettes had been adjudged in 
the several classes—to the shorthorns, 
Scotch and Welsh cattle, by Messrs, Hugh 
Aylmer, George Drewry, and William 
Torr, and to Devons, Hereford, Sussex, 
Norfolk, or Suffolk polled, longhorned, 
trish, and cross or mixed breed cattle, by 
Messre. John Buckley, John Coleman, and 
Thomas Pope, the 18 first prize oxen and 
steers were marshalled side by side in the 
centre of the hall, and exhibitors (now per- 
mitted to take a bird’s eye view of the 
public judging), congregated in the nearest 
portions of the galleries to watch the process 
of selection for the great honorarium of the 
show, Short work was made of half tho 
animals, which were led off reluctantly to 
their aeveral standings, leaving fora closer 
scrutiny a Devon, Hereford. shorthorn, 
Sussex, Highlander, polled Scot, Welsh, 
and a Hereford and shorthorn cross. The 
two latter were firat turned away, then the 
Sussex steer, followed by the polled Scot. 
Would the palm go to Messrs. Martin’s 
shorthorn, Mr. Lloyd's Hereford, Major- 
General Hood’s Devon, or the Duke of 
Sutherland’s Highlander? The shorthorn, 
good as he was, was not good euxough; the 
Hereford, compact, but too short in the 
quarter, retired from the contest; and there, 
having vanquished their massive rivals, 
stood the clever littl Devon from the 
Royal farms, and the game-looking little 
horned Highlander, awaiting the final 
word of victory. But the six umpires 
hesitated, apparently as though they bad 
done enough in a hurry; dividing three 
against three, avd ultimately calling in one 
of the stewards, an eminent shorthorn 
breeder, who gave his voice for the 
mountaineer. 


Once in the history of the Smithfleld 
Sub has the Devon breed, and once haa 
the cross-bred class wrested the chief prize 
from the shorthorns and Herefords; but 
now, for the first time, a Scotch beast is 
made the year’s champion. A handsome 
specimen of the breed, with beautiful head 
and lyre-like horns, a darkred and brindled 
coat not too shaggy to indicate good 
quality, an amazingly deep frame, with 
short fine legs letting the carcass almost 
down to the ground, very heavily fleshed, 
but rather too flat-sided and wanting at the 
shoulder point, small for an ox nearly six 
years of age, girthing only 8 {t 1 in., anda 
slack handler (at least for southern taste), 
this is by no means the best we ever saw; 
and if it be really the crack bullock of the 
show, characterises the quality of the 
whole as considerably below par. 


Breeders ask,—for what was the red-and- 
white riband awarded? Not for sub- 
stance ; for the shorthorn at only half the 
age carries, perhaps, one half more weight 
ot beef, and girths within an inch of nine 
feet. Not for quality as butcher's meat; 
for General Hood’s Devon has a touch of 
marvellous firmness and an elasticity in- 
dicating the perfection of ripeness; indeed, 
tho dun-coated Highlander standing beside the Duke's has a firmer 
hand, and many animals in the show surpass it in quality of flesh, 
Perhaps the proclivities of judges for their favourite breeds, failing to 
carry the day, ultimately gave in to pluck and the picturesque. As 
the Highlander pleases the eye, so the Devon approves itself. to 
the hand; but, pretty and well made up as this steer is, we have 
seen even better at former exhibitions. 
The ontries of horned and other cattle number 223 against 274 of 
last year ; but comparatively few boasts have failed to keep their ap- 
ointments, Fear of the pestilence would seem to have had litile 
influence in deterring exhibitors from the Show; and this confidence 
inths management is well placed, seeing that all possible precautions 
have been taken against the admission and communication of disease. 
Each animal was examined and certificated before quisiing home, 
again exatnined on arrival by Professor Simonds and his efficient staff 
from the Veterinary College; and the carts and vans which conveyad 
the beasts from the railways were carefully disinfected over and over 
again, and are kept under lock and key. 
The Devons are in strong force, and of fully their usual merit ; Mr. 
John Overman, of Burnham, Norfolk, being tirat in both of the steer 
classes ; Major-General Hood, of the Royal farms, and Mr, Burton, 
of Shobrooke, Crediton, Devon, being second. In the class of steers 
or oxen, Mr, Heath, of Ludbam-hall, Norfolk, wins the second prize to 
General Hood's first. Mr. Farthing, of Stowey Court, Somerset, wins 
a first prize with a nice heifer; Mr. Walter, of Bearwood-park, Berka, 
comes in with a good second, beating a fair third of Mr. Blomfield, of 
Weils, Norfolk. Andina pretty fair clasa of cows, Mr. Heath takes 
first, and Mr. William Smith, of Higher Hoopern, Devon, the second 
rize. 
F The Herefords male a fine show, but including in their ranks too 
many big, plain beasts to excel their appearance of last year. In a 

class of only two young steers, a compact, good beast of Mr. Edward

This animal, which is looked upon as a 
“pot sheep,” has never seen a field, was bred within a 
quarter of a mile of the exhibitor's house, and has been 
fed upon the refuse of the kitchen, which, if this speci- 
men may be taken asa fair criterion, would prove a for- 
midable rival for “'Thorley’s food.” Judging the show 
in the aggregate, it is far beyond the average in point 
of excellence, and there are, without doubt, features con- 
nected with it this year which render it more than 
usually interesting. 

The show of implements is better arranged than 
usual, although not so numerous, and there are many 
novelties, amongst which may be mentioned a machine 
invented by Messrs. Garrett and Co,, for converting 
straw, &c., into pulp, which is much more grateful to 
the animal than that produced in shape of food by the 
chaff-cutting machines, which they frequently reject. 
Messrs. Clayton and Shuttleworth exhibit thirty ma- 
shines, Messrs, Howard's, of Bedford, steam-plough- 
ing machines, and other agricultural machinery, oc- 
cupy the galleries and the basement underneath, 


THE GARDEN. 


KITCHEN GARDEN. 

We have lately experienced such a continuance of 
wet weather that it has been almost impogsible to 
proceed with out-door work every day; but we trust 
that there are few instances in which the labourers 
have been thrown out of employ. Itis true there are 
some gardeners who can scarcely find sufficient for 
garden labourers to do for the space of one day; but 
we never yet knew ‘one skilled in his profession 
who could not employ his men within doors for weeks 
in various ways to forward work at a future time. 
Numerous articles which are now purchased at a dis- 
tance from home might be made by them. Cauli- 
flowers: Watch narrowly for slugs amongst the young 
plants, and keep them free from dead leaves. If any 
are planted in pots for the purpose of protecting them 
during severe weather they must bo carefully attended 
to with water, otherwise in spring it will be found 
that the time and trouble expended on them have 
been wasted. Cucumbers: Those in pots or tubs in 
forcing houses will require a Jittle fresh soil over the 
roofs occasionolly; this will keep them in vigorous 
health, Dwarf Kidney Beans, as they are very subject 
to the attacks of insects in  foreing-houses, every 
known means should be used to keep these pests 
under. The plants should be frequently sprinkled 
with water, and if red spider become numerous a brisk 
syringing should be applied. Herbs: Any that may be 
wanted ina green state should be taken up with balls 
of earth about their roots, and immediately potted 
and placed in a forcing-house. Luttuce: The young 
plants in frames should have all the air that can be 
given thom in mild weather; keep them, and also 
those in the borders, free from dead leaves and litter of 
all sorts that is likely to harbour slugs. Rhubarb; 
Take up and pot old roots for forcing, if a 
succession ig required; or they may be laid 
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ina mushroom-house that igat work and slightly covered with soil. 
As soon as the weather will pormit wheel the remainder of the rotten 
dung out of the framing-ground, so that.all tho pits aud frames may bo 
ready when wanted for use, Preparo stable-dung for forcing; mix 
leaves with it. 


FRUITY GARDUN, 

Proceed with tho planting of fruit trees in open weather, and if the 
coil is old jet each tree have a good portion of the new soil about its 
roots. Pruning and nailing all sorts of fruit trees, except Peaches and 
Apricots, must now bea vigorously prosecuted. Leave nothing to the 
spring which can be done now, every day gained now will givo greater 
liberty for extended operations in spring, ‘Trees infested with scale 
should ba loosened from the wall entirely, the bark well scraped, and 
printed with a mixture of a soft soap, cowdung and lime, taking care 
to well work tha composition into the crevices of the bark, Prune 
Gooseberry and Currant trees on frosty mornings, or when the ground 
isin a dry state. After pruning give tho ground between them a good 
dressing of lime, which is useful 28 a prevontive of their great enemy 
the caterpillar, Where the een, grab is troublesome give a good 
dressing of gas lime before digging the ground, taking care to apply it 
regularly about the base of the canes. The ground amongst fruit 
bushes should be dug very lightly, especially in the case of Rasp- 
berries, which have thoir roots near the surface, and it is better in all 
cases to dispense with digging where it cannot be done without 
injuring the strong roots, 

FLOWER GARDEN, 

At this season of tho year a little Isbour will securo a valuable 
supply of material for enriching the flower-bed+ and borders, Leaves 
are gonerally everywhere at hand; they should be carefully collected 
and stacked in some out-of-the-way place, with a mixture of road 
sand, or light soil, rotten sticks, and decaying vegetable matter, and 
Jeft to decompose, and ina season or two tho result will be a most 
valuable compost, expecially suitable for many of the shrubs and plants 
which decorate our gardens. arth worms have been exceedingly 
active during this wet weather in throwing up their little heaps on 
the Jawn, giving it, when neglected for a few days, a most untidy and 
disagreeable appearance, A stop may be put to their operations by 
watering the lawn with lime water, in a clear state, which will soon 
bring the worms to tha surface, and at theeame time destroy them, 
Take advantage of wet days to pack up Dahlia roots in dry corners of 
the store-room. Clean up flower and other seeds from the stalks, tie 
them neatly into packets, correctly naming each sort; also, make and 
write Jabels, prepare stakes, and tie them into bundles, and stow them 
away inadry place until they are required; form protective frames 
of straw or other materials, to shelter tender planta and shrubs during 
severe weather, 

GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY. 

The winter flowers will now bo makiag a eplendid display in the 
conservatory ; at least, when they have received special attention 
during tho summer, with this object in view. The Euphorbia jacqui- 
nimtlora is one of the foremost of these beauties when properly 
cultivated. Unless, however, a healthy root action is maintained, the 
loaves are apt to become yellow whilst the plant is in blossom, and this 
will at once spoil the effect. It requires a very moderate allowance of 
water at this season, Poinsettia pulcherrima is a fino conservatory 
plant, and indispensable at this time of year, Well-grown plants of 
Gosnera bulbosa and lateritia, nro equally useful. Theso should be 
slightly pot-bound in order to blossom well early. Gosnera zebrina is 
a most beautiful winter flower, and equally desirable on account of 
the elegant markings of tho leaf, Plumbago rosea and capensis are 
still amongst our best plants at this period. Some of the genus 
Cytisus are very showy and fragrant. Remove Ohrysanthomums as 
their flowers fade. Tho earilest-atarted Oamellias and Epacrises will 
be advancing into bloom, aa well as the useful Erica hyemalis and 
Wilmoreana, Oranges and Daphves should be introduced as they show 
blocm. Neapolitan Violets, Mignonette, and Oyclamen persicum, 
will assist, with tho most forward Roman Narcissusos, in making 
the house agreeablo till the more showy forced plants come into 
flower,—Coltage Gardener,

“OHARTERING” A STHAMROAT. 

Anaction (Syer and another v. the London and Westminster Steam- 
boat Company, Limited) was tried in the Oourt of Common Pleas on 
Saturday last, to recover damages for the breach of an agreement to let 
a Steamboat. Mr. Kemp appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. Serjeant 
Robinson and Mr. Griffiths for the defendant. ‘The plaintiffs were 
Thames watermen, and they were in the habit of hiring steamboats to 
attend boat races. On the occasion of the last Oxford and Oambridge 
University boat race, which took place on the 8th April, they saw Mr. 
Poletti, the defendants’ agent, and agreed to hire the London Pride 
steamer to attend the race. Tho price agreed on was £24, aud the 
plaintiffs intended to take passengers at 76, 6d. a head. ‘he agrec- 
ment was put into writing, and the condition was that the price was 
‘to be paid previous to starting.” ‘I'he plaintiffs’ caso was that this 
meant the ‘‘etarting” from Putney, where the race was to commence, 
but the defendant» contention was that it referred to the boat leaving 
Lambeth-pier. The plaintiffs had paid £5 deposit, and they had puc- 
ceeded in getting some passengers, bot they were unable to pay the 
balance until they had collected money to do so. The defendants, 
however, declined to give this tine, and at Putuey they turned out of 
the boat the plaintiffs’ passengers, and afterwards thomselves sold 
tickets at 5s. each, The plaiotiffs now claimed to recover back their 
£5 and also dam»ges for the loss which they had sustaived by being 
deprived of their boat. The boat would accommodate 280 persons, and 
it waa seid that the plaintiffs were selling tickets very fast, Part of 
their damage was the expences of hiring » band of musicians and of 
printing bills. KHvidence was called on each side in support of the con- 
ilicting views of the parties. ~The jury found tor the plaintiffs, 
damages £26.
